8. Amendments.—The book will be kept up to date by amendments issued at irregular 
intervals. Normally the amendments will consist of replacement sheets with a marginal note 
indicating the new clauses and their dates of application. Every such amendment sheet will 
be marked ‘‘ This sheet issued ..............0:--. (date) with A.L. No......... to A.P.1208”. It 
may be assumed that every sheet not so marked formed part of the 1937 edition of A.P.1208. 
These amendments will be purchasable from His Majesty’s Stationery Office or through any 
bookseller. On receipt of a deposit of five shillings His Majesty’s Stationery Office will 
undertake to post to the applicant one copy of all amendments as and when issued up to 
the value of the deposit. Normally the publication of each new amendment will be closely 
followed by the issue of a Notice to Aircraft Owners and Ground Engineers, notifying all 
concerned that the amendment is on sale. 


9. References to publications are to be interpreted as implying the latest editions of those 
publications except when the context implies otherwise. 


10. Frequent references are made throughout this handbook to Notices to Aircraft Owners 
and Ground Engineers. A consolidated booklet of all such Notices remaining in force on 
31st December each year is issued towards the end of February of the year following. Copies 
of this booklet can be purchased from His Majesty’s Stationery Office or through any bookseller. 
Applications for copies of Notices to Aircraft Owners and Ground Engineers issued during the 
current year should be addressed to the Secretary, Air Ministry (C.A.P.), London, W.C.2, and 
should include a statement as to the purpose for which the Notices are required.
